From the outset the explosive ar­ 
gument of the prosecutor drew the 
objection of the defense counsel and 
an ensuing wrangle on technicali­ 
ties called from Chief Justice John 
R. Caverly, to whom the duty of fix­ 
ing sentence, the

firm 
declaration that the “court will not 
consider any argument outside of 
the record.” 
Mr. Crowe, once visibly irritated 
by the objections of the defense, 
turned vigorously upon the bench to 
assert: 
“They have been quoting poetry 
and philosophy here for four days: 
I don’t see why we can’t have a lit­ 
tle citation from the law.” 
“W e have heard everything that 
is in the books and a great deal 
that* never got into the books from 
the three wise men from the east, 
brought in by the defense; but no­ 
body has ventured to give this men­

HEAT PROBLEM OF 
MARS ATTACKED 
FLAGSTAFF, 
Ariz.,

The heat problem of the planet 
Mars 
has 
been 
successfully 
at­ 
tacked 
by 
use

Coblentz 
radiometer, an instrument so deli­ 
cate it measures 
accurately 
the 
heat of a candle 100 miles away, 
it was revealed at Lowell Observa­ 
tory here today. 
The 
measure­ 
ments of the planet show an active 
temperature for Mars of about 8 
degrees centigrade, or 48 degrees 
fahrenheit—indicating the planet is 
within habitable limits—and 
con­ 
trary to theoretical argument that 
the temperature of Mars is far be­ 
low" the freezing point of water. 
The heat measurements through 
the radiometer showed: 
1—That the equatorial suns are 
much warmer than the Polar reg­ 
ions which send out no appreciable 
amount of heat. 
2—The 
morning 
side 
of 
the 
planet Just turning into sunlight is 
at a lower temperature than the 
afternoon side, ’which 
has 
been 
longer exposed to the sun’s rays. 
3—The dark regions are 
at 
a 
higher temperature than the lighter 
ones. 
4—The observations bring out the 
gradual rise in temperature of the 
southern hemisphere where summer 
is now advancing.
